pliable, of keeping interested in what 
is going on abou! jou and in the 


world in general. Mark Twain said 
that ever since Adam's fifty-first 
birthday, mankind has been sighing 
for the good old days of fifty years 
ago. 
And there is not a day goes by 


that you do not hear someone, over 
twenty-one, sigh for the days before 
the war when life was "easier." 
These extra ten years, to be endur- 
able, must remain interesting and ex- 
citing. And the only way to make 
them so is -to take a keen interest in 
the present and cease regretting the 
past 


Again ther e is the question of 


friends. While old friends are best, 
new friends are good, too, and often 
quite as congenial 
An important 


man once said, "I count that year 
lost in whicn I do not acquire at 
least one new friend." Those extra 
ten years are going to prove pitiably 
lonesome unless you build now the 
habit of friendship. 


Again, there is the arranging of 


an occupation, some work or semi- 
work with which to fill them. Are 
you cultivating any hobby, any spe- 
cial interest outside of your regular 
work or duties of today? Any civic 
interests, church work, collecting old 
pewter, furniture (you can do it 
mentally by reading, visiting the 
museums and antique stores), Indian 
lore, cooking receipts, genealogy— 
what you will? But have something. 
The point is that it will keep you 
from being dependent on the ordi- 
nary routine of life. 


You've got the extra ten years— 


the dream of mankind ever since 
the garden of Eden. What are you 
going to do with them? Be bored by _ 
them or enjoy every moment of i 
them?

ESTES PARK, Colo., July 30.—"I 


do not propose to mobilize the na- 
tional guard of Colorado for national 
defense day, nr do I propse any par- 
ticipatin of civilians in the proceed- 
ings," Gov. William E. Sweet today 
said, when asked what his 
stand 


would be on national defense day, 
September 12. 


"I will be glad to co-operate with 


the president of the United States so 
far as it seems proper, but to mobil- 
ize the national guard at this time, 
following closely upon its demobili- 
zation from summer camp, would be 
sheer folly and to ask civilians, espe- 
cially farmers, to take part in de- 
fense day programs during their bus- 
iest season of the year, would be 
asking them to shoulder an undue 
burden." 


LAFOLLETTEJPUTS YOTE 


Senator Robinson Declares Some 


Nonnaly Republican States 


to Go Democratic. 


WASHINGTON, Julj 30.—Senator 


LaFollette will split the republican 
vote sufficiently in a number of 
normally republican states to enable 
the democratics to carry them, Sen- 
ator Robinson, Arkansas, democra- 
tic leader in the senate, said in a 
statement here today. 


Robinson expects the LaFollette 


ticket to develop its chief strength 
in the middle west and west, but said 
that it will depend upon the cam- 
paign to determine the amount of 
that strength 


Robinson took sharp issue with 


Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, 
who recently declared that the inde- 
pendent ticket would draw its chief 
strength from the democrats. 


"Since it is clear that the alleged 


delinquencies 
and inefficiencies of 


the administration 
have been the 


principal cause for the third ticket" 
Robinson said he believe the repuBli- 
cans would be jthe chief losers to the 
independent ticket.

WAR DEPARTMENT 
ASKS PARTICIPATION 


Federal Employes in Field Author- 


ized to Take Part in National 


Defense Day Mobili- 


zation. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Federal 


employes in the field will be author- 
ized to take time off to paiticipate 
in national defense day September 
12, the war department announced 
today at the same time indicating 
its hope that this action by the gov- 
ernment will cause patriotic employ- 
ers also to grant a holiday to em- 
ployes willing to participate in the 
national mobilization test. 


Business and industry will not be 


asked to give time off generally to 
employes, it was said, but it is ex- 
pected of workers -who are members 
of national guard and other organ- 
ized defense units subject to call 
will be at liberty to serve with their 
organizations. 


The war department hopes -that 


civilians will respond liberally to the 
call and will be the bulk of the par- 
ticipants 
Indeed this is the primary 


purpose of the mobilization. 


As now planned, the actual time 


taken up by the test will not be 
longer than a few hours. The time 
in each locality has been left by the 
war department to the nine corps 
area commanders to work out in 
conjunction with local authorities 
everywhere. 


On the test day, those required to 


participate, n a t i o n a l guardsmen, 
members of the organized 
reserve 


and those civilians who voluntarily 
want to take part and have the time' 
to do so, will present themselves to 
the committee or the officers desig- 
nated in their locality by the gover- 
nor o£ the state at an appointed 
time. 


The committee, or officer, will ne- 


gotiate with the local authorities for 
such theoretical drill grounds and 
billets as would be necessary in time 
of real mobilization. 
They actually 


will be selected in advance. Those 
presenting themselves for the test 
will be lined up, counted off and then 
probably will immediately 
disband 


and go back to work, the test being 
over.

YAN LOON BACK IN PULPIT 


Pastor Prays for Forgiveness for 


His Enemies ; Preaches 


Two Sennons. 


DETROIT, July 30. — Rev. Oren 


VanLoon returned to his pulpit in 
the Berkley Community church for 
the first time since his disappear- 
ance several weeks ago. Altho he 
preached two sermons, the pastor 
still was weak and nervous, and he 
sat down thru the singing of hymns 
when the congregation arose, and 
his wife, who accompanied him to 
the pulpit, conducted most of the 
service. 


Mr. VanLoon was missing for 


eleven days, and then was found at 
Battle Creek with "K-K-K" branded 
on his back His raind was a. blank. 
and he is still unable to explain the 
branding. 


The church was crowded at both 


the morning and evening services. 
many townspeople who^re not mem- 
bers of the church attending. After 
the reading of the doxology at the 
morning service Mr. VanLoon sat 
down and his wife led the 
song 


service. The pastor then arose and 
preached a brief sermon. He took 
for the scripture reading the last 
two verses of the Eighteenth Chap- 
ter of St John and the Nineteenth 
Chapter of St John, dealing with the 
sufferings or Christ. In his sermon 
be merely mentioned his disappear- 
ance and said that bis experience 
was "like coming out of a horrible 


«-am."

my sufferings, the sufferings 


ol my wife, rn> mother, my sisters 
and 1h" r*-st of my family and the 
sufferings of the men and women 
of thi<? congreeation. will amount to 
nothing if through them souls can 
be saved." the pastor declared

The offer means that France and

For example, the Fran«e-Belgians 


demand that Germany carry out the 
Dawes plan, especially those regard- 
ing payments, some months before 
the dates which the London confer- 
ence will specify.

The defense in the Leopold-Lotb 


Franks trial has definitely failed to 
put forward the plea of insanity as 
the excuse for 
the 
crime df two 


boys. Nevertheless mitigation of the 
sentence is asked oil the grounds of 
the youth of the accused lads, their 
degree of responsibility, and their 
mental makeup. 


Therefore, altho not pleading in- 


sanity, the attorneys for the two de- 
fendants are claiming that Leopold 
and Loeb are of such unusual and 
abnormal mental makeup that they 
should be given special consider- 
tion,—in other words that they be- 
long to the group of -what has b^«n 
called "the semi-insane and semi- 
responsible." 


Graset, a French author, has writ- 


ten a book on the subject, and in this 
book he refers 
to 
many men of 


genius who had such pronounced 
peculiarities 
or 
abnormalties 
in 


mental makeup that he felt justified 
in classifying them as semi-insane 
and semi-responsible. 


The terms "moral insantity" and 


"moral imbecility" have been used 
by many to refer to the group whose. 
intellects are normal and well de- 
veloped, but who are controlled by a 
perverse state of their feelings, as a 
result of which they are controlled 
by strong, vicious or criminal pro- 
pensities, with many of the char- 
acteristics to be mention below. 


At the present 
time 
the terms 


psyochopathlc inferiority, constitu- 
tional psychopath, and psychopathic 
personality are most frequently used 
to describe such persons. 


Some of the traits or character- 


istics of such persons are mentioned 
here. 


Their behavior shows pronounced 


defects in volition 
and inhibition, 


marked egotism, impulsiveness, poor 
judgment, non-conformity to ethical 
and social standars, aird inability to 
adjust to, or profit by, experience. 


As a result of these characteristic 


defects certain other behavior traits 
are the natural offshots. 
For ex- 


ample, the defect in volition results 


in difficulty 
in 
concentration -n.d ] 


application to one couruc of action 
sufficiently long to succeed—heiice 
so many of them become hobos, beg- 
gars, loafers and industrial misfits. 


Poor control of inhibition leads to 


crimes of 
passion or sensual ex- 


cesses—and so we have many be- 
coming 
alcoholics, 
drug 
addicts, 


prostitutes and sexual perverts. 


Fundamentally they show an Im- 


poverishment of emotional life and It 
is this which is responsible for their 
inability to adopt to the demands of 
human society. 


It should 
be 
realized that such 


persons may exhibit grotesque exag- 
gerations or magnifications, in un- 
restrained degree, of traits present 
in any or' us in minor degree. As a 
result we have megalomanic tenden- 
cies with exaggerated ego of .such 
pronounced degree that they imagine 
themselves supermen. 


The latter tendency is called Hie 


God-man or Jehovah complex. They 
may act out in real life their wild, un- 
critical and unrestrained thinking. 
They thus become players, or actors, 
on the stage of life, unable to dis- 
tinguish 
between 
unreality 
ind 


reality. 
Phantasy 
and 
childish 


thinking run amuck. They live in 
worlds of their 
own 
morbid con- 


struction. Love for extreme degrees 
of unusual forms of sensation, ex- 
citement and adventure may domin- 
ate their lives. 
Their uncritical 


imagination along those lines may- 
lead to actual putting into execution 
of their deeds, dreams of wish ful- 
filling, phantasties, so that they may 
become not ocly potential, but actual 
menaces and sources of danger to 
the community.

PROSPERITY BOUND UP IN ONE 


GREAT INDUSTRY. 


City of 30,000 Continues to Grow 


During Period of Business 


Depression Elsewhere. 


CASI'EIl 
\Vyo., July 
30.—Since 


I ho Standard Oil company took ov/r 
the properties of the Midwester He- 
iinlnK company here, expenses have 
been reduced one-half. 
That state- 


ment is not made on official infor- 
mation and it migh stand the test of 
statistics but it is «ommon talk 
about tc-?n. You hear it everywlu-rt- 
but mostly from employes of the 
company, many of whom are not 
working now but hope to find «'m- 
ploymeut again when the 
demand 


lor oil from 
this 
region is more 


marked. The company is improving 
the plant, has improved it 
very- 


much, and shows no sign of aban- 
doning property that has produced 
millions of 
gallons 
of marketable 


petroleum products. When business 
picks up with the oil companies, Cas- 
per will go ahead again with a rush 
Its forward progress now is a crawl 
compared to what has happened, but 
its citizens are still happy over the 
fact that the movement is in a for 
ward direction. 


Casper is now wondering if the 


North & South railroad is going to 
be such a benefit after all, even L!IO 
it is completed and links up the Mil- 
waukee and Northern Pacific and 
Burlington on the south—and pos- 
sibly later on the Union Pacific. 


As it is now all the crude oil from 


nearby fields, with the exception of 
what may flow east thru the Sinclair 
pipe line, comes to Casper. The t'ipe 
line has not been used much, the big 
tank field and the long line lying idle 
most of the time since it was built. 
Some say it is not used because 
there is no oil in the Teapot Dome 
field to fill it. Others say it is idle 
because there is no market for the 
oil. But oil from Salt creek and 
other fields finds its way to Casper 
thru pipe lines and by rail, over the 
North & South from Salt ci'eek to 
\llco and over the Northwestern rail- 
road from Illco to Casper. 
If the 


road is ever completed to Miles City, 
some Casper people see the building 
of refineries at other places and part 
of the big field's products being car- 
ried out in another direction. 


At Sheridan, where the road will 


cross the Burlington and where a 
large arfiount of grading has been 
done, where the people subscribe 
liberally for its coming and where 
faith in its ultimate complete is now 
shaken, little banking on prosperity 
to corae when the road is built is be- 
ing done. 
Sheridan is hunting for 


?.nother road to greatness and is 
finding its way fairly well, consider- 
ing the setbacks that the business 
depression all over the country has 
given it. 


Casper started an asphalt roadway 


to the oil fields. The roadway now 
winds north from the city over the 
hills for 
a distance of twenty-two 


miles. The last thirteen miles is 
under construction and will be com- 
pleted, it was said, during the next 
few months. Much of the material 
is from the oil wells, asphalt from 
the crude oil taken out by the Cas- 
per refineries. It is a good road that 
some hold would have been of 
greater benefit to Casper without 
the little railroad that now hauls 
passengers and freight to 
the oil 


wells. The road runs thru the Stand- 
ard company's tank farm north of 
the North Platte river and for two 
or three miles the offer an imposing 
sight. 


Recently several of these tanks 


caught 
fire during an 
electrical 


storm. Fire protection provided for 
;ach tank made it possible to quick- 
y subdue the flames.

While it is not 
expected that- Nebraska will have 
any woman candidate for congre&s, 
the object of the visit of Miss Ver- 
non was to get the women of Ne- 
Kraska behind the plan and to give 
it their support.

I disposed of a good grazing section 
of Custer county's sandhills at ref- 
eree's sale. This sale was attended 
by three ranchmen, any of whom 
could have made good use of this 
section. 
The section was assessed 


in 1922 and 1923 at $2574. This Is 
supposed to be about 60 per cent of 
the actual value of the section so 
that the actual value of the section 
should be $4290. However, this sec- 
tion only brought $1615. 
The sale 


was confirmed by the court. 


"For more than a year past I have 


been trying to dispose of 4SO acres 
of good grazing sandhill land in Lin- 
coln county, lying about twenty-five 
miles northwest-of North Platte and 
a mile and a half from Birdwood 
Creek. This land has just been as- 
sessed for 1924 at 54 per acre. For 
a long time I was unable to get any 
offer whatever for this 480 acres. I 
was unable to rent it for any price 
during the year 1923, when the taxes 
levied against it were $77.99. I re- 
ceived an offer of $2 per acre and on 
the assurance that a party would bid 
$2 per acre for it. it will be offered 
at an administrator's sale at the 
front door of the court house in 
North Platte on Thursday, July 31. 
As the assessed value of S4 per acre 
is supposed to be 60 per cent of the 
actual value then the actual value 
should be S6.67 per acre, so any of 
the members of the board who want 
to make a clear profit of 225 per 
cent net. may come out and bid $2.05 
an acre and get this land."

Tests Show

Nitrogen in Soil, and Better 


Absorption of Eainfall. 


Early fall plowing for wheat or 


all-sown alfalfa has proven to be 
much better than late plowing, in 
tests carried out at a number of ex- 
perimental stations as well as by 
many farmers. A bulletin issued by 
the agricultural college here says: 


"This puts the soil in condition 


to absorb more of the rainfall be- 
fore seeding time and a finer and 
more compact seed bed can be ob- 
tained," the report said. "Five to 
ten bushels more wheat per acre 
often is obtained by this practice. 
Early plowing kills the weeds, which 
woul'd otherwise use up all the avail- 
able moisture in the soil, as well as 
the plant food. 
"Tests have also shown that early 


plowed fields have more nitrogen

MEN AND THINGS 


The real trouble with most of us is that we 


do very little original thinking 
We either 


adopt second-hand the views expressed by oui- 
ers, selecting our own from among the mass 
of contradictions a little diligence will bring 
to view or we grow automatic in our brain 
work. In other words we accept as true what 
a lot of persons have agreed on In the past ana 
from this start our own thinking upon that 
subject Thinking is hard work, and v,e have 
found that even those who make a profession 
of doing it shirk it on numerous occasions. 
Little wonder then that others shy away from 
the task, when it is so easy to pick up what 
somebody else has already dug out and 
smoothed nicely for our possible use. 


It Is difficult to be patient with the tower- 


ing egotists who have elected themselves as 
our intellectuals, and who essay to tell us what 
we should think on such and such subjects. 
One of these that we read the other day grows 
brutally frank in discussing his relations with 
his fellows. He says that nine-tenths of those 
he meets are so lacking in all of the essentials 
that he deems to be attractive that he has 
made up his mind hereafter to treat them so 
that they won't bother him. He says he knows 
very well that he could, if he exerted himself, 
make himself interesting to a large number of 
persons, but what's the use when he does not 
care to know them. What is most needed in 
this country is a. piece of bnck that fits snugly 
in one's throwing hand, 


We refuse to grow enthused over the eco- 


nomic questions that the politicians and office- 
hunters Insist will cure all our ills if we will 
but devote ourselves to their proper solution. 
The reason is that we do not believe they are 
ot prime Importance. We have been studying 
these more or less intelligently and diligently 
ever since we attained maturity, and while 
their Influence on our private fortunes and our 
personal destiny Is not to be denied, the fact 
that after all these years of argument and ex- 
periment we are no nearer the solution, as, for 
instance, of the tariff question, is significant 
These questions are not of first rank in affect- 
ing our future or we would have all been bank- 
rupt years ago. Of more importance Is how 
you get along with your fellows and what your 
personal habits are. 


It Is a good thing for the LaFollette move- 


ment that the great majority of its supporters 
did not sit in on the recent conference that 
called the state convention. It was a turbu- 
lent and inharmonious gathering, in which the 
most prominent parts were taken by men who 
have been identified with every movement 
against the existing order for more than thirty 
years. Some men lose their mental balance 
when they discuss religion; others when they 
discuss politics. A man hard headed in busi- 
ness may become a habbling brook m politics 
and follow every attractive meander in his 
neighborhood. No political movement can pos- 
sibly benefit the people that Is led by unstable 
minds, especially when that instability is the 
i esult of their inability to see clearly. 


The real marvel Is not that science has ex- 


tended the average length of human lives six 
or eight years, but that the men of sixty of 
today are aa vigorous and useful as men of 
lorty or forty-five were -when those who are 
sixty now •were twenty or thereabouts. 
That 


this is a fact the records of achievements will 
prove. An Increasing percentage of elderly 
men are staying longer in whatever game they 
are sitting In. "We will venture to say that no 
man of sixty today ever expected when he was 
twenty that at his present age he would be an 
active participant In affairs. The reason was 
that at twenty he was able to look about him 
and observe how old then were men of sixty 
Better sanitation, better food, more wholesome 
environments—many things have contributed 
to this end. The Interesting part of It is that 
it is a lact.
